Presentation: Preparedness in the USA and the future outlook 

Speaker: Dr. Cham Dallas 

Dr. Dallas is a world-renowned expert in disaster management. He began his career in the College of Pharmacy in 
1985, where he directed the interdisciplinary toxicology program and UGA’s Center for Mass Destruction Defense, 
which was a Centers for Disease Control and Prevention Center for Public Health Preparedness. In 2007, he founded 
the Institute for Disaster Management in the College of Public Health. 

Dr. Dallas is a member of the The Nuclear Radiological Disaster Casualty Management (NRDCM) Global Initiative, 
a multi-national collaboration to improve our global and country-specific preparedness and response in managing the 
casualties from nuclear and radiological disasters. This initiative is focused upon identifying and improving the 
concepts, principles, and methods to prepare health professionals and the public for clinical management of casualties 
during nuclear and radiological disasters and the resulting public health emergencies. Recent advancements in 
modeling and consequence management analysis have demonstrated largely predictable casualty injury and illness 
patterns, and that an early appropriately trained medical response will save lives.

Route 66 On the Air Special Event September 10 - 18, 2022 to commemorate the history of the 
“Mother Road" connecting the east and west United States.Now in its 23rd year, the Northern 
Arizona DX Association (NADXA) started the event, which is now coordinated by the Citrus Belt 
Amateur Radio Club (CBARC) in San Bernardino, California. 


There will be 21 stations with 1x1 call signs on the air from Chicago, Illinois, to Santa Monica, 
California, all with consecutive calls starting with W6. NADXA will operate three of the 21 
stations, including W6G (Flagstaff, Arizona), and W6S (Arizona Rover 1). They'll set up at various 
spots along Route 66 east of Flagstaff, and W6T (Arizona Rover 2) will be set up in Bellemont. 
Later in the week, the event will be moved to Parks, on old Route 66, west of Flagstaff.
